Christmas Rush Was "Ter-

"It's terrific," was the comment 
of Postmaster Roy Kufalk as he 
sized up this year's business at the 
Antoch post office. 

Kufalk estimated that cancella- 
tion and sale of stamps will exceed 
any previous year by about 20 per 
cent. 

Thirteen workers including Post- 
master Kufalk himself worked fev- 
erishly last Saturday at the time 
of mailing was at its peajt. This 
didn't include the four rural car- 
riers and their four assistants. 

The Antioch Rescue squad build- 
ing was used this year again to 
take care of the overflow business, 
mostly bulky parcel post. 

"The increase in outgoing mail 
including parcel post was about 
equal to the increase in incoming 
moil," said Kufalk, which- gives tes- 
timony to the fact that an increase 
in mailing was general throughout 
the Midwest. 

Business began tapering off Mon- 
day and by tomorrow will have 
slowed to a walk, with only a little 
local mail being handled. 

The office will be closed both 
Sunday and Monday, the legal holi- 
day. Postmaster Kufalk said that 
a few might work Sunday night 
dispatching late mail, but that the 
postal department has ordered as 
little work as possible so that em- 
ployes can be at home with their 
families. 

Business at the postoffice usually 
reflects business in general in An- 
tioch.

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Ohioons Speak at the Polls 
There is a legal phase to the contracts reached 
between the CIO Auto .Workers Union and the major 
auto producers which call for a guaranteed annual 
wage in modified form, and which are widely be- 
lieved to be a pattern for future demands on other 
industries. The contracts -require that GAW pay- 
ments be legally permitted to supplement state unem- 
ployment payments in order to make up the benefits. 
Approval was given in a number of states, where 
that could be done by administrative, action. In the 
highly industrialized state of Ohio, however,' it had 
to come before the voters. On November 8th the 
vote was cast — and the result was a decisive NO. In 
Ohio's principal industrial areas, the enabling law 
was rejected by almost two to one. 

It is believed that a go-ahead can be obtained 
in enough other states to make the contracts opera- 
ble. That, however, will not cancel out this significant 
example of public opinion. A large majority of 
Ohians said, in effect, that they were against using 
unemployment funds, collected from all employers 
and employes, to provide a facsimile of a guaranteed 
wage to special groups. There may be a handwrit- 
ing on the wall in this.

ANGOLA, IND., REPUBLICAN: "Our educa- 
tional problem is two-pronged: a lack of proper class- 
room space and a shortage of teachers. . . . The Fed- 
eral government is now taking about one-third of 
people's income and returning to the local communi- 
ties a small fraction at a great cost in the charge of 
handling. If the Federal government should return 
to the states certain areas of taxation or certain 
percentage of income taxes collected, the state, under 
local supervision, could meet the tremendous prob- 
lm confronting it." 

CHELAN FALLS, WASH., MIRROR: "Certainly 
now, with the merger of CIO and AFL — with all the 
unions except John Lewis' UMW and a few inde- 
pendents rolled into one super labor combine — we 
have ... as dangerous a trust as this nation has 
ever seen." 

UNIONVILLE, MO., REPUBLICAN: "It is no 
safer to our form of government and our liberty in 
America to have a government dominated and con- 
trolled by labor than it b to have it dominated and 
controlled by capital. In either case we have an 
oligarchy, and the people lose their freedom and are 
plundered in the interest of one segment of our 
society, because ruthless and selfish men always 
manage to seize the reins." 

Who Benefits Most? 
Who benefits most from the operation of Amer- 
ican industry — that, is, from capitalism? 

A report from the American Economic Founda- 
tion is revealing. During the last 25 years for which 
figures are available, the payrolls of our corporations 



came to $1,516,211,000,000. The dividends paid to 
the owners of the corporations, whose savings and 
investments made the payrolls possible, totaled less 
than one-tenth as much. » 

In 1850, the share of the national Income repre- 
sented by salaries and wages was about 30 per cent. 
Now it is about' 70 per cent — practically double. 

Capitalism has done more good things for more 
people than any other economic system ever devised.

Tax exempt projects 
are a main culprit — a major cause for that nausea 
you been feeling — doubt about manana and how, 
will little Georgie and little Petunia fare as they 
grow up.

Silent Partner 

The busincss'-managed utility companies of this 
country have a silent partner — the tax collector. 
That is the point of an article by Sidney P. Allen, 
financial editor of the San Francisco Chronicle, .ap- 
pearing in a recent issue of Public Utilities Fort- 
nightly. 

Mr. Allen used as an example four of the largest 
California utilities — one a telephone company, the 
other three providers of electric and gas service. In 
the case of the phone company, taxes have been the 
largest single classification of expense for years, bar- 
ring wages. In the case of the power companies, 
taxes have been the largest item barring nothing! 

Mr. Allen feels that the tax load on the utilities 
and their customers is too heavy. That argument 
to one side, this tax situation should cause same ser- 
ious public thinking whenever it is proposed that the 
government go still deeper into the power business 
on a socialized, tax-subsidized basis. The experience 
of the California companies is not in any way unusual 
— it is typical. On a national average, the power 
companies pay well over 20 per cent of all theiir 
revenue in taxes. Socialized systems either pay no 
taxes at all, or relatively small contributions in lieu 
of taxes. And socialized systems receive many 
other costly subsidies at the taxpayers' expense, 
while being exempted from general tax laws. 

Socialism eats away our financial resources^- [ 
even as it prevents the creation of new sources of 
taxation. More important, it undermines the sys- 
tem on which free and representative government 
itself rests.

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Humidify Too Low 
In Average Home, 
Experts Report 

CLEVELAND— The sweltering, 
over-hot humidity oC summertime 
Is always well remembered. The 
equally uncomfortable condition of 
too low humidity In the homo dur- 
ing winter is seldom recognized, 
however. 

It is a surprising fact, but the 
experts soy that the avcrago hu- 
midity in most homes during the 
winter months la less than that 
present In the Sahara Desert in 
summer and the home might Just 
as well be right in the middle of 
the desert! 

This is the reason, they say, that 
many household objects dry out in 
the wintertime. This "thirsty" air 
tries to supplement its moisture 
deficiency by taking moisture from 
walls, furniture, plants, books, 
woodwork, rugs, draperies, and 
even from occupants. 

The reasons for the absenca of 
moisture in the air of the home arc 
these: The colder the air Is, the 
less moisture It can hold. Cold out- 
side air in the winter can hold 
only a small quantity of moisture,' 
even when nearly saturated. 

This cold, dry air leaks into the 
house at the rale of from ■£ to 1% 
house volumes per hour, depending 
on how tightly the structure of the 
house Is built. The air on entering 
the house Is heated and becomes 
•capable of holding a much greater 
amount of moisture. This makes it 
"thirsty" air, and it will soak up 
moisture off of every object In the 
house. 

Proper humidity In any home 
may be obtained by addition of a 
humidifier to the present heating 
system. 



Tough Customer 
Is Heart Muscle 

NEW ORLEANS— How tough Is 
the heart muscle? 

Considerable reserve strength 
was found in the heart muscle of 
experimental animals given stress 
tests after Induced "heart attacks," 
according to research reported .by 
Dr. Thomas N. P. Johns and Bryon 
J. Olson of the National Institutes* 
of Health. 

First, the investigators reported, 
they developed a method for pro- 
ducing standardised and sizeable 
areas of heart and muscle damage 
In rats and other small experi- 
mental nnlmals by tying off a main 
coronary, artery with surgical silk. 
This created a situation parallel 
(but not necessarily comparable) 

to a heart attack, technically a 
coronary occlusion or coronary 
thrombosis. 

Next the animals were subjected 
to different types of cxccrcise at 
various times following the occlu- 
sion. Approximately 400 animals 
were used, including a controls 
group whose chests were opened 
but whose arteries were not tied 
off. 

Excercisc during the first six 
hours following coronary occlusion 
produced a significantly higher 
mortality In the experimental rats, 
the scientists found. But after this 
"shock period" had passed there 
was "no significant difference In 
exercise tolerance" between .the 
rats with the damaged hearts .and 
the rats in the control group. 



Atomic Guards Ordered 
To "Shoot to Kill" 

CAMP HANFORD. Wash. — Oc- 
dcrs of "shoot to kill" were issued 
soldiers guarding the Hanford 
atomic works from an elusive en- 
emy that has been nibbling at the 
roots' of the supcrsccret Installa- 
tion. 

One man In each battery of the 
antiaircraft group was Issued a .22. 
caliber rifle and told to keep shoot- 
ing until the enemy Is destroyed. 

The highly-mobile Intruder Is 
commonly known as thejackrab- 
blt — in fact there were hundreds 
""of Jackrabbits when the order was 
Issued. The bunnies nibbled the 
post's 100,000 rose bushes down to 
10,000 and chewed away most of 
Hanford's grass and shrubs. * ■

No Machine Yet 
Outstrips Man's 
Remarkable Brain 

WASHINGTON— Can there bo an 
artificial brain? 

Perhaps, some day— at least on 
paper— but It will be far different 
from any of the marvelous ma- 
chines now in existence, says Dr. 
D. M. MacKay of the University of 
London. 

These machines moy bo per- 
fected more and more to take over 
various functions now carried out 
by the , brain— perhaps, as even 
now is the case, better than the 
brain Itself. But the true model of 
the brain, Dr. MacKay says, must 
be constructed that It can grow, 
profit by its own experience, can 
make mistakes, and by the conse- 
quences of them be conditioned not 
to make them again, con even suf- 
fer mental breakdowns — In the 
same way and on the same princi- 
ples as the human brain. 

Already, Dr. MacKay believes, it 
Is possible to design an artificial 
brain that will incorporate In itself 
patterns due to its own Internal 
and external experiences. There is, 
In fact, one possible statistical 
model which he thinks might use- 
fully stand comparison with the 
human brain. 

"The basic feature of this mod- 
el," Dr, MacKay says, "is the abil- 
ity to adjust the rules of its own 
activity according to, the degree of 
success it attains. It does this not 
by throwing switches but by adjust- 
ing the relative probabilities of dif- 
ferent patterns of activity. Its rules 
arc grown statistically as o result 
of Its own trials and errors."
